Instead of making a separate hole for each bulb and 
stringing the bulbs out single file, try it this way: Dig a hole 
large enough to accommodate the number of bulbs in the group 
(25, 10 or fewer), as illustrated at the left. Space the bulbs in it 
and replace the soil. 


Various kinds of bulbs may be combined in many fascinating 
ways. For instance, golden Daffodils and early Tulips, Hya- 
cinths with early Tulips, Scilla campanulata with May-flowering 
Tulips—all make beautiful garden pictures. Pansies, as the 
illustration shows, and other early spring flowers may be used 
as an attractive ground cover or border for May-flowering 
Tulips. Experimenting with different color combinations is a 
great joy to the gardener and allows many original ideas to be 
developed.
